INDUSTRIAL TOPIC 
AT ALL-DAY MEET 

East Ky. Industrial 
Foundation to Get 
Aid Of Agencies 


The industrial future of North¬ 
eastern Kentucky was the sub¬ 
ject of a discussion of plans for 
that region at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the East¬ 
ern Kentucky Industrial Devel¬ 
opment Foundation, Inc. held in 
Lexington Tuesday with repre¬ 
sentatives of the Committee of 
the South and various federai 
and state agencies. 

The foundation represents 14 
qprtheastem counties from Lewis 
on the north, south to Letcher 
and as far west as Magoffin, 
Morgan, Elliott, Rowan and Car¬ 
ter. 

Other agencies represented at 
the all-day meeting were the 
Kentucky Agricultural and In¬ 
dustrial Development Board, the 
Kentucky Chamber of Commerce 
and the Cleveland Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank. 

Governor Lawrence Wetherby 
also was present for the luncheon 
and most of the afternoon dis- 
cusion. Norman Chrisman, Pike- 
ville, chairman of the EKIF, pre¬ 
sided at the sessions. 

George Hubley, Frankfort, the 
executive director of the A and 
ID board, said the meeting laid 
the groundwork for a cooperative 
program between the above- 
named agencies with the Eastern 
Kentucky Industrial Foundation 
which was organized in January 
of this year and since has been 
actively engaged in the planning 
phases of a program designed to 
improve economic conditions of 
that area of the state. 

He explained all agencies rep¬ 
resented yesterday will help in 
making an anayltical survey of 
the resources of Eastern Kentucky 
and will present the results of 
that survey to manufacturers who 
are seeking a combination of con¬ 
ditions for plant locations. 

“We want to be able to say, 
This is what you need, and here 
is what we have to offer,’ ” Hub- 
ley said.

search division of the board; 
Phil M. Miles, chief, maps and 
minerals division and Joseph H. 
Taylor, executive assistant. 

Representing Kentucky Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce were Dewey 
Daniel, Hazard, president; Har¬ 
per Gatton, Louisville, vice pres¬ 
ident, and Walter Koch, Louis¬ 
ville, director of industrial de¬ 
velopment for the trade board. 

Present from the Cleveland 
Federal Reserve Bank were Clyde 
Harrell, Cincinnati, the assistant 
cashier, and Merle Hostetler, re¬ 
search director. 

The Committee of the South 
was represented by Phil Hammer, 
Atlanta, Qa., executive officer, 
William H. Stead, Washington, 
D .C., vice chairman; Dal Hitch¬ 
cock of Washington, D. C. who 
is consultant, and Robert Hensley 
of Hensley and Logan, Louisville. 
LaViers also is a member of the 
Committee of the South, "a group 
of Southern leaders taking sharp 
look at the future of the 13 South¬ 
ern states.” 

The group plans to meet again 
in a month, probably in Lexing¬ 
ton.

KOREAN TRUCE 
SIGNED SUNDAY 
HALTING FIGHT 


UN Forces To Stay 
In Korea Pending 
A Final Settlement 


The United Nations command 
and Communist delegates signed 
the long-awaited Korean armis¬ 
tice at Panmunjom, Korea, Sun¬ 
day, halting 37 months of un¬ 
declared war. 

All shooting along the 155- 
mile front across the middle of 
Korea along the 38th parallel 
was order stopped 12 hours later. 
But Chinese forces at several 
points attacked United Nations 
lines right up to the deadline, evi¬ 
dently for propaganda purposes. 

Meanwhile. General Mark W. 
Clark. UN Commander, warned 
his United Nations forces in a 
radio talk that the Korean armis- 
j tice does not guarantee peace or 
I even an early withdrawal from 
Korea. 

"We must face the fact that 
I this is not peace, but a suspension 
! of hostilities,” said the UN com¬ 
mander. 

“We cannot turn our backs on 
the conflict and go home,” he 
said. “That would be reckless 
and dangerous. The conflict wili 
not be over until the governments 
concerned have reached a firm 
political settlement.” 

“It is my fervent hope,” Clark j 
said, “that this suspension of the ] 
fighting will lead to peace. But j 
bitter experience has taught tis 
that we must be prepared for any 
eventuality.” 

In Washington, President Eis¬ 
enhower spoke to the nation in a 
radio and TV hookup Sunday 
evening saying the “nation greets 
with prayers and thanksgiving” 
the signing of the armistice. He 
told Americans that only courage 
and sacrifice can keep freedom j 
alive on earth. The President 
said the Communists can now 
show their good faith in the cam¬ 
paign for peace by the “swift re¬ 
turn” of UN troops who are being 
held as prisoners. 

He said fighting men of 15 al¬ 
lied nations under the UN banner 
had met the Communist chal¬ 
lenge “with deeds, not words.” 
He paid special tribute to the 
“valorous” army of South Korea 
whose president came close to 
wrecking the truce. 

But in this hour of thanksgiv¬ 
ing, he added, Americans must 
“discipline our emotions” and 
prepare for the forthcoming post¬ 
armistice political talks. 

“We may not now relax our 
guard or cease our quest” for the 
type of agreement that will in¬ 
sure world peace, the president 
said. 

Minutes after the historic doc¬ 
ument was signed and blotted, an 
authoritative source announced 
that the Communists had prom¬ 
ised to return 3,500 American 
prisoners of war in a POW ex¬ 
change to begin in a week or less. 

Meanwhile, President L. B. 
Pearson of the United Nations 
summoned the world parliament 
for a post-Korean truce session 
Aug. 17. The assembly of the 
United Nations will meet to set 
up the Far Eastern political con¬ 
ference which the armistice terms 
specify must follow the truce 
signing within 90 days. It will 
tackle such thorny problems as 
Korea’s unification and with¬ 
drawal of foreign troops.
